HENRY SCHOOL 
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From Small Beginnings. 


The first white persons known to have lived in what is now Summit County were 
Mary Campbell and Mrs. Stuart. In 1789 they were captured in Cumberland County, 
Pennsylvania, by the Delawares on one of their raids and held in captivity in their village 
at the big falls of the Cuyahoga until released by Col. Boquet in 1794. 

Middleburg had the first posteffice. This is supposed to have existed prior to 1810. 


It was proposed to call the first newspaper the Ohio Canal Advocate. The question 
of the canal being settled, the paper was called the Portage Journal, and its first issue 
appeared September 25, 1825. 

The first county fair was held on the Court’ House grounds October 2 and 3, 1850, 
and also in the two years following. 

The first boat on the Ohio Canal started to Cleveland July 3, 1827. The passengers 
arrived there in time on the next day to participate in the Fourth of July celebration.

The first railroad was the ‘‘Akron Branch’’ of the Cleveland & Pittsburg. Traffic 
was opened in 1852. The road is now the Cleveland, Akron & Columbus. 

The first oat-meal mills were operated in 1856 by Ferdinand Schumacher. 

The first matches were manufactured and peddled by George Barber in 1845. 

The first furnace commenced operations in 1817 and that part of the city where the 
works were located will always be called the ‘‘Old Forge.”’ 

The ‘“‘Akron Mower’’ was among the first agricultural implemeats Sent tuebead: 
1857 is the date of the first venture. 

The first stoves were manufactured in 1867, at the same place now occupied by the 
firm of Taplin, Rice & Co. 

The first rubber manufactory was started in 1870. 

In 1849 the first pottery placed its wares on the market. 


The first varnish company commenced business in 1878. Akron varnish now covers 
a large part of the world.

Famous Akron Men. 


Great in all things, Akron has found greatness in her sons. In every walk of life 
they have filled the stations to which they have been assigned not only with credit to 
themselves but with an honor and an integrity of purpose that has brought lasting fame 
to the city from which they went forth into the world to fight the battles of life. No 
city has ever boasted of a better citizenship than Akron. Eary in her history she gained 
an enviable reputation among the cities of Ohio. The fame of her sons had, ina large 
measure, brought this about. They were to be found in all professions and in every line 
of trade. It is not the purpose of this article to give an extended sketch of the lives of 
Akron’s famous sons, but to briefly call attention to a few who were generally known 
throughout Ohio at the time of their prime. 

Akron furnished the first Governor of Montana-and-the-first- Chief: ‘Justice of Idaho, 
Hon. Sidney Edgerton. Hon. David K. Cartter was Minister to Bolivia and Chief Justice

of the District of Columbia; Hon. Lewis Miller, with Bishop Vincent, founded Chautau- 
qua ; Hon. Christopher P. Wolcott was appointed Assistant Secretary of War during the 
administration of President Lincoln; Gen. A. C. Voris, prominent as an officer during 
the War of the Rebellion ; George Barber, the pioneer manufacturer of friction matches ; 
Ferdinand Schumacher, the original oat meal king ; Hon. Rufus P. Spaulding, Judge of 
the Supreme Court of Ohio; Gen. Charles Dick, Secretary of the Republican National 
Committee, and many others. The G. A. R. has honored four of Akron’s sons as 
Department Commander for the State of Ohio. These are Gen. A. C. Voris, Col. D. W. 
Thomas, Col. A. L. Conger, and Col. Geo. T. Perkins. 


The Portage Path. 


Creasing the highland just west of the city, many years ago, ran a well-trodden 
sliady footpath. That path is probably more famousin our Nation’s history than any other 
between the Alleghenies and the Mississippi. It is the ‘‘Old Portage Path’’, and lingering 
in the misty recollections of it hang tales of the happy hunt of the Indian, the rash 
adventure of the white and the quarrels between the two. 


The Path was eight miles long, connecting the great waterways of a Nation, the 
Great Lakes and the Mississippi River. The beginning of the Path was where Old Portage 
now stands, and the terminal is the Tuscarawas River, or what is now Nesmith Lake, for 
the river has moved southward since Indian times. 

The weirdness of the Path came to it during the occupation of the country by the 
Ind ans. The country around Lake Erie was a battleground of tribes long before the 
white man came. The Iroquois drove the Eries away from here and they having tribes

south of this, may have been the first to discover the narrow strip between the water- 
ways, and laid out the Path. 


How well it was known to the Indians is shown by the fact that the Iroquois and 
Maumees made the Path a boundary line between them for many years. 


But the Indian passed away: and ins ead of the Indian carrying a canoe filled with 
furs to the far trading posts, over this Path, on his shoulders, his white brother bore the 
tools of civilization. When the white man came, a trading post was established at Old 
Portage and the Path still more traveled. After the country was settled, the fame of this 
way continued. On January 21, 1785, the treaty makers between the United States 
and the Indians, in a conference at Fort McIntosh, on the Big Beaver, fixed this as part 
of the western boundary of the white man’s nation, continuing it up the Cuyahoga, and 
westward to Fort Laramie. The boundary of our country did not remain here long, how- 
ever. But the Path was used by travelers for years afterwards. 


The last time it is spoken of in history, was in 1803. Then it was proposed to make 
this a great wagon way between the two rivers, at the State’s expense. The Legislature 
proposed selling tickets at a lottery for a fund to do it, but the sale never was held, 
although the date was fixed and Cleveland named as the place of holding it. 


UP THE GROTTO

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If you attempted to follow the Path today, going up the hill west of Old Portage, 
you would not find a single trace of it. A road follows along close to the former Path, 
until the latter enters the mew Perkins park of our city. Thence leaving the city, it 
touches Summit Lake and soon enters Nesmith Lake. The trees and underbrush which 
once adorned its sides have been removed and the marshy grounds, below the highland, 
turned into the heart of a great manufacturing city. One of the men who accomplished 
this change was the martyr of our nation, John Brown, known to the world as *‘ Ottawas- 
samie’’ Brown. He it was who cleared the land for pasture for his sheep flocks. The 
only thing which remains of his work now, is a house, occupied as a club house, for the 
Portage Golf Club, and formerly Brown’s home. ‘This is where the path enters Perkins. 
park, which was once Brown’s land. The Path is known now only in history, but there 
it will stand forever, asa token of the progress of our city and our country.

Geology of Summit County. 


The geology of Summit County presents an interesting subject to the student 
of nature. At different times exhaustive data have been written by scientists of their 
investigations in this county. 

The following is a brief summary of an article written by M. C. Read, in ‘‘Tllus- 
trated Summit County,’’ and is printed here by permission of the publishers of that book: 

The lowest formation in the county is the Erie shale, the upper part of the 
Devonian and the equivalent of the Portage and Chemung of the New York geologist. It 
is exposed in the valley of the Cuyahoga at and below Peninsula, and in the ravines 
formed by tributary streams. ; 

Above it is the Cleveland shale—a black, highly bituminous shale, resisting erosion, 
and with the easily eroded shale below producing a cascade or water-fall in the stream 
passing over it.

of the Devonian. Prof. Newberry, Prof. Claypole and others who have carefully studied 
its various exposures in Northeastern Ohio, regard it as the lower member of the Waverly, 
or sub-carboniferous. The testimony of the few molluscous fossils found in it is in favor 
of the latter classification. It has become noted from the remains of remarkable fishes 
discovered in it in neighboring counties. It is finely exposed in the bluffs of the Cuyahoga. 
In the remote future, when the supply of natural gas and petroleum fail and we com- 
mence economizing in the use of coal, this and other similar shales will be used for the 
production of gas and petroleum by distillation, unless natural electricity and superfluous 
sunlight are utilized for light and heat. 


The next in the ascending series is the Bedford shale, so named from the fine ex- 
posure at the gorge near Bedford, Cuyahoga County. It also is only exposed in the val- 
ley of the Cuyahoga and in its northern tributaries. Next in the series is the Berea 
sandstone, which comes to the surface in the Cuyahoga Valley near the south line of 
Boston Township, rising gradually to the north until in Northfield Township it outcrops 
on the highland about one and a half miles from the river. It is extensively quarried at 
Peninsula. The amount of this rock, easily quarried and with little stripping, is prac- 
tically inexhaustible and will ultimately become a source of great wealth to the county.

Next above is the Cuyahoga shale, finely exposed in the bluffs of the river below the 
Cuyahoga Falls. It is mainly composed of soft argillaceous (clayey) shale, but near the 
middle is a bed of very hard fine-grained sandstone, which resists erosion and abrasion, 
and forms what is called the ‘‘ Big Falls’’ in the river. This would furnish good mate- 
rial for block pavement of streets, or, broken up in rock crushers, for macadamized roads. 
Near the top of this shale, below Cuyahoga Falls, is a bed of impure limestone, making a 
fair cement, and which was quarried for this use by the buiiders of the Ohio Canal. It 
passes into a thin band of highly fossiliferous limestone, from which many interesting fos- 
sils have been gathered in Richfield and in other places in the State. 


The Carboniferous Conglomerate lies above the Cuyahoga shale and is the most 
conspicuous rock formation in the county. It is a coarse, massive sandstone, frequently 
containing large quantities of rounded white quartz pebbles, and at the base angular 
fragments of a variety of rocks. It is a strong and durable rock and furnishes the largest 
part of the bridge and foundation stone used in the county. It ison an average about 
one hundred feet thick. Its outcrop limits the northern possible existence of coal. It 
was a shore deposit and frequently extends but a little distance under the coal-bearing 
rocks, so that the Cuyahoga shale is often the bottom rock in the northern part of the 
coal fields.

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The southern part of the county is covered by the coal measure rocks. They carry 
in the county four distinct seams of coal, with an interval of from 150 to 200 feet between 
the upper and lower beds. The lower coal, No. 1 of the Ohio reports, the equivalent of 
the famous Briar Hill coal of the. Mahoning Valley, has been largely mined in the county, 
and has been an important factor in the phenomenal development of the city of Akron. 


Coal No. 2 is of no value in the county. 


Coal No. 3 has an outcrop near Mogadore. Its value consists in underclay, and in 
the limestone above the coal. The underclays of all the coals are valuable for coarse 
pottery and sewer pipe, but that under No. 3 is most largely developed. 


Coal No. 4 is found from 25 to 4o feet above No. 3 and is found only in the south- 
eastern part of the county. It is valuable only for local consumption. 


The surface of the county is greatly diversified. Preglacial surface erosion, while 
the land was more elevated than now, continued until cafons were excavated. The 
Cuyahoga river below its junction with the Little Cuyahoga now occupies one of those 
preglacial channels. At one time during its excavation the ancient river poured ina 
magnificent cataract over the Cleveland shale into an abyss at least 150 feet deep, eroded 
in the Erie shale. 


Farther up the stream a cataract of roo feet in depth marked the outcrop of the 
Berea sandstone, while that which poured over the conglomerate still farther up the 
_ Stream was 200 feet in depth. The excavating power of this un-named river shows that 
it was a stream of no mean, proportions, and that the scenery which the geologist can 
reproduce, but which no human eye has seen, was of unrivaled magnificence, rebuking 
the weak vanity of man which assumes that all the beauties of nature were created for 
his eye alone. 
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Akron Rural Cemetery. 


No one should leave Akron without making a visit to our beautiful Rural Cemetery. 
When it was proposed some years ago to erect a soldiers’ monument, the idea took 
definite form in a Memorial Chapel and this was erected near the entrance of the cemetery. 
The chapel was dedicated May 30, 1876. 

The engraving on another page shows the chapel, the bell tower and the cemetery 
lodge, the home of the superintendent.
